The great scandal that ruined Wilde 


came about through an action brought 
hy the Marquis of Queensbury, whose 
motive was the protection of his son, 
Lord Alfred Douglas, over whom Wilde 
had exercised an evil influence. 
The 


evidence at Wilde's trial shocked the 
civilizd world and covered him with 
disgrace which it was not possible 
for him to outlive. 
H« was sentenced 


to prison for two years, 


At the expiration of his sentence he 


quitted England. 
It was later learned 


that he had settled in Paris. From the 
pet of society he had become the most 
despised of social outcasts. 
Recent 


reports from Paris were to tha effect 
that he was living in abject poverty. 


Ends His Life in Poverty, 


After his losing conflict with the 


English courts Wilde made his home 
in Paris. 
He hoped to rebuild his 


shattered fortunes, but the fates were 
against him and he encountered many 
hardships. 
He struggled along until 


he reached the point of absolute desti- 
tution and then sickness came; iipon 
him. 
Friends of former days sought him 
out and kept him alive by charities, 
and finally last year sent him to the 
Hospital la Salpetriere where it was 
learned that he must undergo an opera. 
tion. He survived the shock, but his 
system was so weak that he became 
a ready prey to the fresh malady that 
afflicted him. 


Wilde's wife secured a divorce from 


him after he was disgraced and tak- 
ing her' children Cyril and Vivian, 
left the Wilde residence in London. 
She died in April 1898, on the Rivera.

won a great world victory, for the sec- 
ond time the powers of Europe are, 
more or less willingly, consenting to" 
follow American leadership. 


The Chinese policy of Secretary Hay 


is about to be adopted by all the pow- 
ers interested in that great problem. 
The policy has already received the 
support of the majority of the six 
great powers represented in the inter- 
national concert, and today the news 
is that within a week the other two 
po^yel•s will signify their acceptance of. 
the American proposals. 


Russia, France and Japan. 


Secretary Hay now has in his pos- 


session the written acceptance of the 
following powers: Russia, France and 
Japan. 
Add to this list the United

Wisconsin Capitalists Are Preparing 


. Plans to Add to the Paper 


Making; Industry. 


Milwaukee, Dec. 1.—Wisconsin cap-

At a low estimate, the cost of these 
mills if all -are erected, will be $1,200,- 
000 and they will have an output of 
about 210 tons of paper "daily.

Statistics from the Census Bureau of 


Horses. Cows, &c , Not 
on 


Farms and Ranges. 


Washington, D. C., 
Dec. ]'. — The 


census bureau issued a bulletin giv- 
ing the ersults of the enumeration of 
the domestic animals in enclosures, 
but not on farms or ranges. 
The 


1,878,207 barns or enclosures report- 
ing domestic animals, which was sub- 
stantially one-third of the total num- 
ber of farms in the 
United States 


contained 1,466,970, neat cattle 2,833, 
877 horses, 116,115 mules, 12,870 asses, 
156,470 sheep, 
1,592,861 swine and 


47,652 goats. 


Horses and mules and neat cattle, 


including dairy cows, are least num- 
erous in the 'larger cities and more 
•numerous in the smaller ones. Sheep 
and swine show the reverse Their 
greater -number is due to the large 
stock yards and packing houses. 


For cities with over. 100,000 inhabit- 


ants' Kansas City „ and M-emjihis re- 
port the largest relative number of 
horses and mules respectively; Chi- 
cago .of sheep; Indianapolis of swine 
and New Orleans, and Milwaukee ot 
goats.

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WANTS STATE LAW 


FOR VACCINATION 


IMPORTANT BILL TO BE PRE- 


SENTED THIS WINTER. 


State Board of Health Will Seek Leg- 


islation—Proximity of Smallpox on 
All Sides Makes a Strong Measure 
Necessary, Says Dr. Wingate— 
Want Control of Water Supply. 


At its annual session in Madison 


early in January, the State 
Board 


of Health and Vital Statistics will de- 
cide just what legislation it will seek 
this winter. It is certain to ask the 
enactment of several important laws, 
one 
of them 
making 
vaccination 


compulsory and another giving the 
board control over water supplies. 


It also wants more stringent reg- 


ulations for the suppression of ani- 
mal 
tuberculosis, 
more 
effective 


means of collecting 
vital statistics 


and an increase of its appropriation 
of from $5,500 to'at least $10,000. Dr. 
U. O. B. Wingate, secretary of the 
board, said yesterday that the board 
would undoubtedly ask for the pass- 
age of a law giving it authority to 
compel people at its discretion to be 
vaccinated. 


Massachusetts Vaccination Law. 
"We ou'ght to have a vaccination law 


like 
that of 
Massachusetts," said 


Dr. Wingate to a Milwaukee Sentinel 
reporter. "There the state Hoard can 
force people to submit to vaccina- 
tion whenever it believes 
there is 


reason to fear an outbreak of the dis- 
ease. Germany, has a compulsory vac- 
cination law which works admirably. 
We have smallpox all around us now, 
and I shouldn't be surprised to see 
a violent epidemic of it this winter. 
Since the Supreme court knocked out 
our law on .this subject five years ago, 
•very few persons in this state have 
been vaccinated.

Tuberculosis in Animals. 


"Our animal tuberculosis_law does 


not work satisfactorily. As~~it stands 
now only animals suspected of having 
the disease are 
tested. 
Ail dairy 


cows should be tested, but the state 
veterinarian hasn't help enough to 
do the work. We think tht the state 
should not be compelled to pay a man 
because he is unfortunate, .as it does 
now the owner of an animal killed 
because it has tuberculosis. The state 
pays the owner 
two-thirds of the 


appraised value of his diseased ani- 
mal and then kills it. This method is 
not.only expensive, but it also affords 
opportunity for fraud. 


Poisonous Hemlock Plant. 


The board's annual report, which 


will be issued-in January, will con-tain 
some valuable information regarding 
the poisonous 
hemlock plant that 


caused the death of a child at Ocono- 
mowoc last July. Fred Ruschhaupt, 
a Milwaukee botanist 
and chemist, 


analyzed the plant and found it con- 
tained a deadly poison not attribut- 
ed to it heretofore. It grows in marshy 
land and frequently poisons 
water 


used by cattle. Its scientific name is 
cicuta maculata, but it is commonly 
called "water hemlock," "wild hem- 
lock," spotted parsley," snake weed," 
"•beaver 
poison," 
cowbane," 
and 


"muskrat weed." The report- will de- 
scribe this plant and give the best 
antidotes to counteract its poison. 


Prof. H. L,. Russell will also make 


a report on the cases 
of anthrax 


poisoning that occurred in the north- 
ern part of the st?.te several months 
ago.

Latest Tobacco Sales Show a Decline 


of About One Cent in Prices— 


Blackrot Damage. 


A few buyers have taken the field 


again since the' farmers have com- 
menced to bundle the new crop, aud 
trading has been resumed in a moder- 
ate way, says the Wisconsin Tobacco 
Reporter. 
The late sales, however, 


show a decline 
in prices over the 


earlier transactions, 
the quotations 


being seven cents with an occasional 
rise for a fancy-lot. 


C. F. Tallard bought about 150 acres 


of the new crop in Vernon county 
during the week. 


Old leaf is moving in a moderate 


way. A San Francisco dealer picked 
up several hundred cases in the mar- 
ket during the week. F. S. Baines 
sold 830 cs of ''99 and SSScs '98 and 
purchased 475cs -from local packers 
the past week. L,. B. Carle & Son -re- 
port, the sale of about SOOcs of old leaf 
to eastern parties., 


A few deliveries of the new crop 


have been 
made during the week, 


enough to start the season's ware- 
house handling by a few packers in 
this market. Several others are ar- 
ranging to open 
up their 
sorting 


rooms the coming week and this work 
will become quite general before the 
(holidays. 


The damage from black rot has be- 


come such a serious matter to packers 
the past few years that every theory 
that is advanced as to its cause or 
prevention is at once an interesting 
topic. 
No one 
has yet been able to 


satisfactorily explain 
the 
reasons 


for the cause of this damage or set 
up a theory that would stand the test 
of the varied experiences of packers 
in their attempt to grapple with the 
question. And yet every season more 
or less 
damage of this -character, 


which in individual cases, amounts 
to serious losses' to the packers. 


A conservative estimate placed on 


the loss to packers of Wisconsin in 
the 1899 crop, names the amount at 
not less than ?100,000. 
This is an 


enormous sum to take out of the pock- 
ets of packers, 
and in some cases 


figure a loss- instead of a profit to the 
dealers on their investment in that 
crop. All kinds of experiments have 
been carried on by packers each sea- 
son to avoid this 
damage, some of 


which have proven fairly successful 
and others have not been. AH are 
contributing something to the sum of 
knowledge that will eventually lead 
to a tangible method of evading loss- 
es from this source in years to come.

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RELATION OF THE 


POWERS TO CHINA 


QUESTION CONSIDERED BY THE 


CURRENT HISTORY CLUB. 


A, E. Matheson Handled the Subject 


in a Very Able Mariner—Explains 
the Meaning of "Open Door" 
Christian Missionaries Have Done 
Much lor China. 


The Current History Class met last 


evening in the lecture room of the 
Court Street M. E. chui'ch under the 
leadership of Miss Bessie Gorharn. The 
first number on the program was a pia- 
no solo by Miss Packard which was 
well executed. 


Mr. A. E. Matheson was scheduled to 


speak on the Relation of the Powers 
to China and 'he handled the subject 
in a very able manner. 
He explain- 


ed at length how Portugal in the six- 
teenth century and France, 
Japan, 


Russia and Germany since then had 
acquired a certain quasi sovereignty 
over portions of China. 
In this way 


•Macao was ceded to Portugal, the 
Island of Hong Kong and the Yang 
Tse valley to Great Britian, the terri- 
tory surrounding Tong King to France 
with other cessions and privileges in 
'98 and '99, the island of Formosa and 
Port Arthur to Russia, who is now 
casting a covetuous eye upon Manchur- 
ia' and Mongolia. 


Germany not wishing to run behind 


the,others in Chinese 
possibilities 


holds a 99-year lease of the province 
of Shan Tung. 
These cessions—not 


cessions in the absolute sense, how- 
ever-—prove that China is not sover- 
eign and independent in the full sense 
of those terms. 
This arrangement 


is naturally very displeasing to the 
Chinese, as it would be to us if any 
foreign power gained and maintained 
a foothold on our coast. 


Another -fact made prominent wa: 


the establishment of consular courts in 
China by outside nations, by which 
cases at law in which foreigners are 


- interested are tried" Instead of in the 


Chinese courts. 
The real status of 


the treaty ports also received a good 
deal of attention. 


The "open door" Mr. Matheson ex- 


plained to mean that 
international 


agreement 'by which all trading na- 
tions would enjoy certain privileges in 
landing their merchandise in the ports 
of China. 
Of all the great powers the 


United States stands firmly for the 
"open floor" only, and asks for not 
one foot of territory. 


Russia is the power most in the 


favor of Li Hung' Chang, 
although 


Russia's strong arms are trying to 
close around Manchuria and Mongol- 
ia. 
Russia with .her enormous terri- 


tory has practically no seacoaut. Port 
Arthur, her port on the Pacific is ice 
bound for many months during the 
year, and she is evidently looking for 
a seaport and a port far south of Port 
Arthur. 
One thought that the speak- 


er made emphatic was the probabil- 
ity that the Pacific, rather than the 
Atlantic, would be the great waterway 
of the future. 


Mr. Matheson maintained that the 


Christian missionaries in China had 
done more .for its enlightenment than 
the nations they represented, and if 
China rises to meet her opportunites 
it will be through their effort. 
When 


asked if the encroachments of other 
nations were not likely to increase 
he replied that if the powers would 
agree to a fair arrangement now, if 
the empress dowager would be re- 
strained from political-interference, 
the emperor placed firmly on 
the 


throne and China developed as she 
might be through intercourse 
with 


•western nations, the integrity of the 
empire could be maintained and China 
take 'her place among the great powers 
of the world. 


The session closed with a pleasing 


vocal solo by Miss Van Akin.

urging prompt action. "Without leav- 
ing much, if any margin, for sicknsss, 
such as the campaigns of the last two 
years warn us must be counted as an 
important factor in any occupation by 
the 
army, 
peaceful or warlike, of 


many of the islands which constitute 
the Philippine group," he writes, "the 
strength thus fixed must prove utterly 
inadequate, leaving out of considera- 
tion the service in the United States, 
in Porto Rico, and, for the time being, 
in Cuba. The history of our Indian 
wars is 'replete with incidents show- 
ing the futility of sending an inade- 
quate force to bring into subjection 
hostile natives such as those occupying 
the Philippine islands. It is presumed, 
under these conditions, that congress 
will provide a sufficient number of 
men to care for the coast defense for- 
tifications, to provide garrisons for the 
more or less permanent posts on the 
Canadian and 
Mexican borders and 


those scattered through the Indian 
country, small garrisons in Porto Rico 
and Cuba, and a sufficient force in the 
Philippine islands to restore order and 
establish 
peaceful and stable condi- 


tions of government."
